Possibly a plan can be developed to 
reinvest profits back into the bookstore with 
the purpose of providing student discounts and 
improved services. It’s time to make the 
bookstore serve the interests of those who 
support it. 


In one alleged instance of libel, assistant professor Peter 
Van inwagen wrote to White in a letter “You present us with a 
difficult pedagogical problem. Before we can teacii you 
anything, we must first dispel your delusions of philosophical 
grandeur. But you are so arrogant in your ignorance that | 
doubt whether this is possible.” 

White said that the letter could constitute libel because it 
was “published” on department stationary and was hence not 
4 personal letter 

What is at stake, White has charged, is “‘academic 
freedom.” He hopes to begin a nationwide campaign that 
encourages students whose courses differ from the catalog 
description without their consent to sue the university of 
breach of contract 

White wouldalso like to see a “bill of rights for students” 
which could inform them of rights, obligations and duties. In 
addition. White seeks a “depoliticizing’ of comp 
exams, possibly through the use of outside evaluators, which 

ild make students less dependent on subjective evaluation 

In a similar case last fall, an undergraduate student at the 
University of Bridgeport (CT) filed suit against the university 
laiming that she learned “absolutely nothing’ from 4 business 
education course 

In that case the university vice-president maintained that

America, making the world safe tor Democracy 

Such irony! 

Sending refrigerators instead of food, manipulating 
foreign politics through the CIA’s dirty tricks department, 
selling arms and ammunition, involving ourselves with two bit 
dictators around the world, and possibly, though it 1s not 
conclusive yet, starting the war in Cambodia by aiding the 
pro-American dictator to oust Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
causing the people to revolt and to establish Communism.

While the basic 
requirements for the vete have been relaxed (seemingly more 
democratic), allowing Women, Negros, convicts and children 
to vote, the most important ingredient, indeed the primary 
basis for a successful Democracy, has been effectively denied 
the people of America. For the people to make informed 
decisions, they must be informed. 

The average American, while paying lip service to 
Democracy, doesn’t vote, or what 1s worse, doesn’t know what 
he’s voting for. The conscientious voter 1s 4s bad off as the 
average American. For even if he tries to learn the issues and 
to effectively choose among them, he can not. The 
government refuses to release all the necessary information 
The government refuses to allow Democracy through its policy 
of secrecy 

acceleration of executive privilege, the diminution of 
the people’s representative powers, the recent visible cloud of 
conspiracy in the White House, the spying upon private 
citizens by their government (both legal and illegal), the 
extensive computer files maintained on citizens by their 
required social security number, all indicate a massive truth 
which has yet to surface upon American consciousness. Not 
only is America no longer 4 Democracy, its tail is spinning 
towards a. totalitarian government, and with the peopie’s 
passive consent! Some few examples have surfaced, though 
cloaked appropriately by the administration’s apologists 
Nixon’s Enemy List, government control and regulation of 
firearms, and why the government has carefully maintained

It is, too, if all you 
consider is the GNP and the standard of living index Material 
wealth, though common man sells his soul for it, is Big 
Business. It is the payoff to keep the masses content, eating 
cake. Materialism seems to have overshadowed Idealism 
Values once famously America’s, like Truth, Justice 
Democracy and Freedom have gone to other countries 
struggling against the forces of American Businesspersons and 
their tactics. Material wealth is the devil's bait and America has 
bought it, hook, line and sinker 

The government controls the public face of America (by 
not allowing Democracy) and Big Business controls the 
government. The international cry of American Imperialism 
stems not from the American people but from their 
Businesspersons. The war against Communism Is 4 case In 
point. Is it any wonder that America Is against Communism? 
Who would stand to lose? Everyone, most would say. Because 
they look at Communism through the eyes of the Great 
Camera, which is held by the Businessperson, they are bound 
to think Communism is ‘worse’ than a Democracy.

The corporations and all material production and 
consumption agents have jeopardized our environment for 
short term profit. If this trend is not stopped, in its tracks 
before the 1980's, many authorities in the Environmental 
Sciences believe it will be too late to avert worldwide 
atastrophy, possibly serious enough to cause our extinctioi 
If that doesn’t get us, the Machiavellian attitude of present 
day, corporation controlled politics will. Thrown headiong 
into a third world war the planet itself will be lucky to survive 
Continual small ‘brush’ wars will, in the end, serve the same 
destructive purpose. They will create hate and distrust which 
will last for as long as people survive, which wouldn't be long 
and would destroy the only chance for world survival 

Beginning with the realization that Democracy ha 
hecome a hollow word, useful only in inciting our improperly 
educated masses to paroxysms of patriotism, knowing 
rationally that a one world government will come eventually if 
anyone is left to see it and concluding with how near to our 
extinction we actually are: it is past time for sitting on our 
hands, wishing the Movement was still here.

The 
photographer 1s obviously not 
a promiscuous weekend shutter 
clicker, stealing images from 
unsuspecting old folk. These 
are his people. if prospective 
portrait subjects are not 
already longtime friends, Miller 
moves in and becomes 
acquainted with the family 
before making photographic 
statements Henri 
Cartier-Bresson once reminded

Boardman reported the 
progress of the Search 
Committee to the Trustees 
Saturday morning and later to 
the Alumni at the Annual 
Alumni Reunion Luncheon 

When the twelve-member 
ommittee began its work in 
February, it held eight open 
meetings, during which various 
members of the university's 
administrative, academic, and 
student community, the media, 
the state, and business leaders 
expressed opinions on the role 
of the President 

Boardman noted that with 
the beginning of April “not 
one word has surfaced, and 
there is some concern in some 
quarters that we have withered 
and died. We're alive and well ‘i 

The Search Committee has 
held its meetings in executive 
session since April 1, 
Boardman said, “because we're 
dealing with matters of a great 
confidential nature. We must 
not divulge names and 
personalities.” 

The Committee placed 
advertisements in the Chronicle 
of Higher Education and the 
New York Times, wrote to 125 
persons in other Colleges 
soliciting nominations, and 
asked 100 faculty with 
contacts on other campuses for 


recommendations from them. 
Boardman said the 


committee received 115 


nominations, of which 84 
‘have accepted the challenge 
to be a candidate.” 

Of the total pool of 199 
candidates, the majority heve 
heen screened into one of three 
categories: “highly qualified,” 
“qualified,” and “not ideally 
suited.” 

“It's a subtle term, but | 
think you get the inference,’ 
Boardman said of the third 
category 

As of now, there are 12 
persons in the “high” category, 
19 in the “qualified” category, 
and 149 categorized as “not 
ideally suited.” Of these last, 
Boardman said, letters will be 
sent to 131 informing them 
they are no longer under 
consideration, and 18 are in a 
“hold status” pending further 
review by the committee, 
Thirteen applications have yet 
to be processed 

Boardman said the 
committee decided it was 
appropriate to assess 


candidates on a “three dimen 
sional basis’’ and have 
scheduled interviews in Boston 
New York, Chicago, and 
Philadelphia for the week of 
july 7. Vermont candidates, he 
added would be interviewed in 
a “neutral location” away from 
the University of Vermont 
campus 

Boardman said the 
committee realized “any good 
candidate will have as many 
penetrating questions fo ask 
you as you will have to ask 
them. We, the committee, must 
indeed do our homework 
because we are representing the 
University of Vermont.” 

Boardman said that to 
prepare for receiving questions 
by candidates, as well as for 
asking them, the committee 
conducted a simulated 
interview with Executive Vice 
President Dr. Wayne ¢ 
Patterson, who will assume the 
presidency July 1 until a new 
president 1s found, Patterson 
himself is not a candidate for 


the post on a permanent basis 

“It was @ very interesting 
procedure,” Boardman said of 
the interview. “It showed us 
our total inadequacies and 
reaffirmed our fears!” 

He said that the 
committee would be talking 
with Patterson, Vice President 
Lawrence McCorey, Dr 
Dolores Stocker, Assistant to 
the Resident for Human 
Resources, and Secretary of 
Administration Robert Wilson 
to further help them with the 
interview process 


Boaramaai said ihe 
committee plans that by “not 
later than October | we could 
come back and have about five 
to seven candidates to invite to 
this campus with an in-depth 
interview process.” 

“We could then come to 
the Board either in December 
or October with a selection of 
three candidates for the 
Board's consideration,” he con- 
cluded

College’s Board of Trustees to 
allow the University bursar to 
act as a collecting agent for the 
organization's funds 

The college administration 
is also under pressure trom @ 
number of conservative 
legislators who were stung by 
the lobby group’s successful 
efforts during the 1975 session 
“We're going to get VPIRG out 
f there.” said Representative 
Stuart Rouse, D-Hartford 

Part of the reason for the 
anti-VPIRG sentiment by the 
conservatives was the passage 
of a bill that would require 
legislative approval before any 
new nuclear power plants can 
hy built in Vermont. Also 
many of the conservatives are 
irked by a scoresheet that the 
group printed and distributed 
throughout the state The 
VPIRG ‘Roll Cail Report” 
examines 15 important votes in 
each house of the General 


Assembly. Part of the report 
averaged the voting percentages 
of each legislator on how they 
voted for oragainst the VPIRG 
position 


UVM represents the largest 
single source of VPIRG's 
funding. The legislators who 
oppose VPIRG hope to 
pressure the University s 
administration to change the 
present funding arrangement 
with the lobby group. By 
cutting off the bulk of 
VPIRG’s funds, they hope to 
cut down the group’s activities 
and destroy the effectiveness 
of the lobbying organization 

At present, VPIRG 1s 
funded by the addition of 4 
VPIRG fee on the student's 
bill. The college acts as a 
collecting agent tor the three 
dollar ($3.00) per semester tee 
Unlike most student fees, 
however, the student does not 
have to pay the fee. The lobby 
group also offers a week long 
refund period for those 
students who paid the fee but 
want their money back.

Physical Chemists, seeking the nature of Nature, devised a 
laboratory model of our upper atmosphere, in particular, the 
ozone layer. Using different techniques, they attempted to 
discern the chemical reactions to be found in that upper 
section of our stratosphere, They were forced to use models, 
for our technology is not quite capable of doing everything 
yet, such as creating a laboratory that would float amid the 
vapors. One of the reactions studied was the effect of chlorine 
on ozone 

The abovementioned reaction had been well established. 
Chlorine acts as a catalyst; each atom of chlorine converts 
thousands of ozone molecules into molecular oxygen. (¢ 1+ O03 

ClO + O7) Because the ozone layer acts as a protective 
shield against ultraviolet rays, everyone sighed in relief that 
there was no free chlorine in the upper regions to break down 
the ozone and weaken this shield. 

But on July 28, 1974, the Scientific journal called Nature 
published the findings of two physical-chemists, from the 
University of California (Irving), F.S. Rowland and M.J 
Molina. Their findings changed that sigh of relief to a screech 
of terror. Free chlorine existed in the ozone layer 

The Nature article contained the action of light energy 
{1.756 to anestrom range) on the inert compounds 
called halomethanes (CFCl3 and CF 2CI) They are known 
commonly as Freon 11 and Freon 12. The chemical reactions 
studied were 

Freon uv Cl 
Cl+ O02 — ClO + O4 
ClO +O — Cl+ 0») 

With the limited data available to them, they estimated a 
10% decrease in the ozone protective shield within 50 to 80 
years. Freon is the propellent of America’s favorite consumer 
products, the aerosols, and refrigeration, which it uses as 4 
heat absorbing ingredient 

The Scientific commun:'y was quick to react. The report 
of freon destroying the ozone shield was tatamount to 
Revelations. The seriousness of the findings spurred a flurry of 
activity among the Sojourners, for the information was still 
theoretical. The next report was hurried out in two months 

R.J. Cicerone and R.S. Stolarski o! the University of 
Michigan, reported their findings based on rough computer 
calculations of the chemical reaction The September (1974) 
issue of Science published their findings Rowland and Molina 
were drastically conservative in their estimate of the time 
needed to decrease the ozone shield! The 10 decrease would 
occur before 1990!

However. tight fitting shoes, especially ones that scrunch up 
the toes, produce non-adaptive calluses which can be quite 
painful. Excessive rowding of toes can also produce bunions 
which are due to a deformity of the joint of the big toe due to 
press ire 

Painful callus formation on the feet can be avoided by 
wearing properly fitting shoes that do not slip excessively and 
do not crowd the toes. Once calluses are severe it may be 
necessary to have some of the excess skin shaved off by a 
physician or a podiatrist This is not a painful procedure

(continued from page eleven) 
weight easily afler going off a 
diet. The extra cells are eager 
for excess fat. 

How can you get rid 
too many fat cells? 
Unfortunately, fat cell number 
appears to be determined in 
the first few years of life 
Recent evidence suggests that 
bottle-fed babies are doubling 
their weight in half the time as 
breast fed babies, perhaps 
preparing them for a life of 
excess fatness. Fbarly infancy 
appears to be the most criti al 
time for fat cells to grow and 
multiply. Once the cells are 
formed, they are permanent 
Their size may increase of 
decrease but numbers will 
remain fairly constant 

Once cell number is 
determined, there are critical 
times for fat deposition. The 
first is weaning, followed by 
ages, 7-11 puberty in females, a 
woman's first pregnancy, and 
ages 22-25, accelerating in the 
mid-40's Although little iT 
be done to alter our cell 
number yx othe critical time 
periods of the past, we can do 
something about the 
critical period. During this 
time. we can become tat 
without ever gaining weight! It 
is especially true for men. A 


reduction of physical activity 
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causes muscle to be replaced 
by fat. Fat weighs less than 
muscle so that we will appear 
to remain at a constant weight 
This will happen to the finest 
physique if some exercise or 
physical fitness program 1s not 
incorpor ated into one’s 
lifestyle 
We may also gain weight if 
we do not alter our diet 
because our resting body 
requires less energy as we age 
The unit of energy is the 
lorie. In one pound of body 
fat. there are 3,500 calories 
One would have to consume

Yes. some say that circulating stories are 
just myth. But many know for a tact that the 
stories are true. But myth or truth, these 
have created fear in the minds of 
idents. Not only does the University ol 
Vermont have the responsibility to prevent 
lence on cumpus hey also have the 
responsibility to alleviate the teat that students 
w have. Why? It is not a privilege, but a right 
library at night. Students 
At to be able to go to their Evening 
Division courses without worrying about how 
they will get home safely. Clearly, we are all 
entitled to the use of campus facilities at night 
instead of being hampered by our own fears, 
and coerced by them to stay securely in Our 
dorms 
But security measures are not sulficient 
For years it has been a complaint that the path 
between Redstone Hall and St Anselm's is too 
dark. No lights have been installed And if they 


were. would they be turned on’ Maybe 


_— 


not — after all, the other night, the lights in the 
passage way intersecting Living/Learning were 
ott 

But lights really aren’t the solution to the 
problem. An attack ts still an attack, whether 
you are accosted in the light or in the dark 
Students who take night courses hear rumors 
of plans for shuttle buses to leave strategic 
locations to transport students in the dark. But 
plans for something this costly are not being 
formulated. Neither are plans being organized 
at the library to have students leave en masse 
from the Library or Billings at designate d times 
to East or Redstone campus. This is a project 
that security might be interested in designing. 

What kind of patrol system is there at 
night? There must be a patrol system, but ts it 
large enough to insure the safety of the 
students? Well, the budget just cannot 
accomodate a security patrol system of that 
size. Yet proponents of the tunnel which ts 
now being built felt that the $500,000 
expenditure was worth it if it saved even one 
life. (Meanwhile, the construction site creates 
an unsafe environment.) This dichotomy of 
safety should be questioned. 

The issue of safety is crucial. Measures to 
prevent it don’t have to be costly To provide 
measures of safety, all that is needed is a little 
thought, organization and implementation ofa 
plan to channel students about campus al 
night

Chu Tu (Mother's Fourth Younger Brother) was a 
man of about 40 years, father of ten, and somewhat dubiously 
the head of the poorest family in the village Tu had fought 
with the Viet Minh in an earlier decade of war He had been 
xposed to Western values and culture and knew a good deal 
the world beyond our village gate. In fact, it was the 
opinion of the village womenfolk that he knew too much of 
that world” ot there, for it was known that in 20 years of 
marriage he had come home only once a year, at Tet, the New 
Year. when all Vietnamese seek to be with their families. At 
that time, he got his wife pregnant and went off again. He was 
the village “Np-goodnik’ and one of my most cooperative 
ources of information. Anthropologists are warned in their 
training to try to avoid such “nogoodniks” or social outcasts, 
ince it seems that it is these types who try to curry favor with 
the foreigner in an attempt to gain social prestige 
Nevertheless, because my approach was “idiographic,” | 
thought my datafrom Tu was valuable and attempted to elicit 
and record what I could 

In addition to his wanderings, Tu also was a shiftless and a 
poor provider. When the sun would shine, he sold milk made 
from the soybean. Occasionally, he peddled French bread 
if he arrived at the dock in time to pick it up early in the 
norning. On other days, he just lounged around and took care 

f the latest baby. His daughter, Dom Em, puttered around 
ty house some, and | gave her a few pilasters every week.

Q) My young female cat has been very promiscuous for 
the past week (I'm sure you know what | mean) and now I am 
wondering what her chances are of catching VD from all her 
boyfriends. Do animals (especially cats) catch and pass On any 
types of VD such as humans do? If there is any VD outbreak 
in the area, I know my cat has contacted it and passed it all 
around. It's nice that she’s so popular, but should I get her to a 
vet for a penicillin shot in this type of case? 

A) There is no known veneral disease of cats, the only 
epidemic from the type of feline behavior you have described 
might be an epidemic of new kittens 

Q) Our problem concerns the sexual habits of a young 
couple who are friends of ours This couple uses the condom 
form of birth control, but at times they engage in sex without 
the use of the condom. They deny that they practice 
“withdrawal,” because the male partner removes himself long 
before he ejaculates. They say this is a safe practice with no 
pregnancy resulting. We are not experts, but we think they are 


living dangerously as regards pregnancy What is your opinion? 

A) They are living dangerously! A condom properly used 
(which is not how most people use it) Is probably 90° 
effective as a method of contraception In regard to your 
question about withdrawal, you are exactly correct rhe 
seminal fluid which is excreted prior to ejaculation may well 
contain sperm and, thus, conception can occur 

Q) I have relatives on both sides of my family who are 
diabetic. My mother informed me long ago that diabetes skips 
generations in her family. I am, according to her, in the 
diabetic generation of my lineage. Does diabetes skip 
generations in this way in certain cases? If so, is there any way 
I can prevent myself from contracting the condition? 

A) I know of no information which suggests that diabetes 
skips generations. Diabetes ts generally of two different types 
One is the so-called “juvenile diabetes,’ where the symptoms 
begin at a relatively young age and for whic h ordinarily insulin 
shots are required. The other type of diabetes Is generally 
called “adult onset,’ commonly begins at a later age of life 
and may respond to proper diet and/or oral medication, 
although, at times, insuJin injections are necessary, 

While there is no way to “prevent” juvenile diabetes, one 
can decrease the chances of developing overt adult diabetes 
This is true since, most usually, the person w ho develops this 
type of diabetes is overweight .and, frequently adequate 
weight loss, along with proper dietary control can return blood 
sugar levels to normal 

Q) My ears have been ringing for a year and a half. Could 
you please teli me the possible causes for this? 1 was told by a 
doctor that my problem was caused by loud band music, but 
there are many other people who are around loud bands much 
more than I. Furthermore, I always put ear plugs in my ears at 
concerts 

A) The condition you describe, i.e., a persistent noise of 
ringing in the ears, is called tinnitus In general, it is usually 
subjective that is. audible only to the patient. It is often 
though not always, a sign of ear disease. It may be related to a 
problem with the external ear, with the ear-drum, the small 
bones in the ear or any of the auditory structures to and 
including the brain itself 

Rather common causes of the problem include excess wax 
in the external canal, holes in the eardrum or fluid in the 
middle ear. A fairly common cause which, as you suggest, has

In my opinion, you should check back with your 
physician if you are not satisfied with his; explanation (as ! 
think any patient should do when not satisfied with his 
physician’s explanation of his problem) 

It would be interesting for you to have an audiogram run 
and if, in fact, your problem is related to acoustic trauma, we 
might well see a significant decrease of your hearing at some 
specific frequency of sound. 

Q) What ts the best exercise for increasing the breast size? 
{ am only a 32A and when I lay on my back my breasts 
virtually disappear. Do such products that are available tor 
breast development such as Mark Eden breast developers 
actually do what they claim? Or would I be wasting my money 
if | purchased one of these? To some women breast size ts not 
important but to me if is. Any suggestions? 

A) This particular question seems to be becoming an 
annual event. There is no legitimate wa) to actually increase 
breast size. If you read the ads carefully, you will notice they 
claim improvements in bust measurement. Bust measurement 
includes the total circumference of the chest, including the 
breasts, and is contributed to, therefore, not only by the 


breasts, but by all other chest structures, including the large 
masses of muscle which underly the breasts 

Thus, by appropriate exercise to develop these large 
muscles, it is true that the bust size can increase However, this 
in no way implies that the actual amount of breast tissue 1s 
increased and there is no mechanism to Incredse the actual 
amount of breast tissue. The breast can be made more 
prominent by certain types of plastic surgical proc edures 

Q) My sister and fiance have been living together for 
several months. Somehow she contacted a gonorrhea infection 
and upon physician's examination it was found that her fiance 
did not (or never did) have the infection How could she have 
contacted the virus if it is only transmitted by direct contact? 

A) First of all, the organism that causes gonorrhea is not 4 
virus, but a bacteria. Secondly, it is correct that gonorrhea ts 
spread only by very intimate human sexual contact. By nature 
of the activities in which we humans participate, this is most 
generally of a sexual nature 

Gonorrhea is not necessarily always easy to diagnose in 
men or women and while it has been assumed in the past that 
men practically always had a disc harge and other symptoms 

research indicates this is no longer the case and that a 
very carefully done urethral culture Irom ihe maie may be 
necessary for the diagnosis to be made. Further, | Know of no 
way to be certain that your sister s fiance “‘never did have’ the 
infection. 

Q) Why in the hell don’t you inform us that pregnancy 
can result from sperm transmission through the underclothing 
into the vagina when the pubic areas are in contact or from 
vaginal contact from sperm deposits near the vaginal opening? 
Such knowledge dissemination will explain why virgins get 
pregnant from “heavy petting” even though they have actually 
never had intercourse. This needs to be told as a favor to 
future unwanted babies

Trail Work 


lo start off the school 
year with a burst of 
enthusiasm, the UVM Outing 
Club had a trail clearing spree 
on Mt. Mansfield on Saturday, 
September 20, Despite great 
interest at the Outing Club 
meeting on September 17, only 
a handful of members turned 
out at the appointed hour 
(7:30 am).

und the perfect tax package. All the ingredients for success 
were there. The East India Company, an octopus-like 

rporation with investments holdings and private armies 
sround the world, which had lately hit upon hard times would 
t hailed out of its financial difficulties with a huge 
Government subsidy as well as a monopoly on the tea trade to 
America. Members of Parliament, many of whom were large 
investors in the EIC, would receive substantial financial 
benefit. Most importantly, by getting one foot in the door 
with the tea tax, the Royal Government would set a precedent 
that would permit taxation that could be increased in later 
years 

It all seemed so perfect, and the capstone of the Tea Tax 
looked impossible to beat. By granting the EIC both a subsidy 
and a monopoly over the tea trade, the price of tea to 
American consumers would actually drop below the price of 
tea smuggled in from other countnies Lord North and the 
King assumed that Americans would not oppose a tax that 
actually lowered the price of goods even if if were imposed 
without representation. The King, his ministers and the 
English business community did not know that in the New 
World people could be willing to sa rifice some of their 
hard-earned money to preserve a principle of democracy The 
battle over the Tea Tax was not for pennies, but for power 
who would rule America, the unelected government of the 
East Indiz ympany and Parliament, or the American people? 

The Tea Act was approved by the King in April of 1773 
For six months colonial radicals lay in wait, developing 2 
proper strategy of response explaining the issues to their 
fellow citizens and building support for the time when they 
would strike. “Put your enemy in the wrong, Sam Adams 
thundered, “and keep him there!” 

The first shipments of taxed tea arrived in colonial ports 
in the early winter of 1773. From Georgia to New Hampshire 
Americans expressed their determination that it should not be 
landed. In the absence of specific instructions most of the 
olonial governors allowed the ships carrying the tea to be 
turned back by crowds of angry patriots. preferring to risk the 
anger of the King of England rather than the wrath of colonial 


nobs. But in Massachusetts, Governor Hutchinson, who had 
had his house destroyed during the Stamp Act nots and who 
had authored some of the most alarming of the letters leaked 
by Franklin and Adams, ordered the tea landed 
17th of December neared, the jate the tea was to 
be unloaded in Massachusetts, the attention of the entire 
colony turned to Griffin's Wharf, where the three tea ships lay 
moored. Letting the conflict build until the last possible 
moment, Sam Adams convened an open town meeting on the 
16th. Eight thousand Bostonians (out of an entire population 
of just thirty thousand) turned out for the meeting at Old 
South Church. After the crowd assembled, a messenger was 
dispatched to the Governor s palace demanding one ! 
that the tea be sent back to I ngland. When word came back o 
he Governor's refusal, Sam Adams t yok the stage, shouting 
There is nothing more this meeting can do to save the 
ountry.”

proceedings took place in Philadelphia, the revolution was 
proceeding throughout the rest of the country 

Armed conflicts between Minulemen (American 
citizen-soldiers who could be ready to do battle ata minute's 
notice), and the Redcoats began to break out The pitched 
confrontations at Lexington and Concord on April 19 1775 
were but the most memorableé of these early battles of the 
undeclared war. And while some Americans fought and 
some died most Americans were engaged in another 
monumental struggle, one that had to be resolved before any 
successful campaign against the King’s troops could be waged 
It was an emotional, internal battle, one waged within the 
minds of all Americans. Its object was to cast off the deeply 
ingrained notion that regardless of what reason and 
experience might dictate somehow kings and all they 
represented were of profound and vital necessity to happiness 
and prosperity 

The revolutionary mentality that had been forming since 
the days of the Stamp Act was still overlaid by thousands of 
treasured memories of Great Britain and her monarchs I his 
was the real power the King was counting on to keep his 
American subjects in line. If George Ill could have maintained 
the myth of legitimacy that surrounded him, he never would 
have had to use his powerful army and navy Even as the 
Minutemen fired on the royal troops at Lexington and 
Concord, they proclaimed their loyalty to the King. The 
institution of the monarchy had become so deified and 
entrenched after hundreds of years in power that most 
Americans simply could not imagine how life would proceed 
without its guiding force. After all, every country Americans 
knew of at the time was ruled by one crowned head or 
another 

Into this emotional turmoil steppec homas Paine, a 
recent emigrant from England Paine, a former corset-maker in 
London who had been fired for trying to get better working 
conditions for himself and his fellows, arrived in Philadelphia 
with a letter from Ben Franklin commending him to the 
Pennsylvania patriots. After taking stock of the situation in 
America, Paine quietly began preparing 4 pamphlet that would 
forever destroy the arguments that America had any other 
recourse than revolution, The result was Common Sense 
Published anonymously, it swept the country 

Common Sense was written by “a common man for the 
common people. It came out of the bitter years of Paine’s own 
life as a iaborer in England. Living among his fellow workers 
he experienced at first hand the jay-to-day abuses of the 
monarcy. The rights of Americans were being destroyed by 


this same system, but they at least had the benefit of three

If any economic benefits however do materialize from 
interstate construction, I-91 through St. Johnsbury should be 
more than adequate to do so. It is interesting to note that 1-89 
in St. Albans has had little or no effect on reducing that area's 
high unemployment rate. It seems quite obvious that interstate 
construction in Vermont is not a key factor in providing 


employ ment opportunities. 


ENGINEERING ARGUMENTS 
1-93 will parallel Route 18 from the New Hampshire 
border for seven miles. However Route 18 is rated as one of 
the better roads in Vermont, and Vermont has over 950 miles 
of roads in critical condition. Why money should be spent 
supplementing Route 18 with I 93 when so many other roads 
need improvement is a question that has no satisfactory 


answer to date 


In addition, the projected traffic to travel Route 18 is not 
great enough to warrant a four lane I-93. With minor 
improvements Route 18 could efficiently handle the expected 


traffic. To build a four lane 


road simply because it was 


designated part of the National Interstate System makes no 
sense. and an interstate alternative route already exists 
Travelers between st. Johnsbury and Boston will be able to 
travel 1-91 to White River Junction and then take 1-89 and 


1-93

This January to March, the Vermont Legislature will 
adopt the next ten year highway plan for Vermont, and there 
is no reason to include I-93 in it.

WCAX -TV Deprives Vermont 


To the Editor 

The Vermont Public Interest 
Research Group has criticized 
the refusal of station 
WCAX-—TYV in Burlington to 
broadcast a CBS documentary 
entitled ““The American Way of 
Cancer’. Joining VPIRG were 
Vermont's Occupational 


Health Director John Froines 
and the Columbia Broadcasting 
System news headquarters in 
New York City. _ 


President Peter Martin 
cancelled the show because he 
believes that the show was 
“slipshod” and lacking in 
“Professionalism.” Martin had 
sent a telegram to CBS saying 
that he did not plan to air the 
show because “this very serious 
subject was treated in a 
superficial and __ sensational 
manner.”’ 

Reacting to Martin's refusal, 
William Leonard, senior vice 


VPIRG~ director Whitey 
Bluestein said “The decision of 
Vermont's only television 
station to broadcast a ‘cops 
and robbers’ show instead of 
tbe cancer documentary is 
extremely unfortunate By 
censoring the program in its 
entirety, WCAX-TV 1S 
depriving Vermonters of a 
chance to consider the findings 
of nationally prominent 
scientists and health experts.” 
The show was replaced by 4 
re-run of the Mod Squad 

Bluestein added that this is a 
question af responsible 
broadcasting ‘*While 
Vermonters and people around 
the country are now realizing 
that cancer is an environmental 
disease,’ Bluestein 
said, “WCAX apparently is of 
the belief that ‘what we don't 
know won't hurt us” 

WCAX Executive Vice 


president and director of 
public affairs for CBS in New 
York issued this statement 
‘Mr. Martin feels that he 
knows more abéut this subject 
than our producers, 
correspondents and 
researchers. it is his station and 
he has the perfect right to keep 
material of which he does not 
approve off the air — a right 
he has exercised before and 
will probably do again.” 

Vermont's Occupational 
Health Director John Froines 
also called the decision by 
Martin “unfortunate”. Froines 
said that by the use of certain 
chemicals the public is being 
sentenced to death by cancer 
“20 years from now.” Froines 
noted that the National Cancer 
Institute pinpointed Vermont 
as an area high in instances of 
lung and bladder cancer

the energy problem at the 
University, and what steps are 
being taken to remedy it 
CYNIC Mr Levine, so that 
our readers may get 4 clearer 
idea of the energy problem we 
are facing here at the 
University, could you please 
give a brief historical sketch of 
it? 
LEVINE Certainly. It was 
during the summer and fall of 
1973 when we first recognized 
that obtaining heating fuel and 
electricity would be a major 
problem for the upcoming 
winter. We had then been 
informed by our supplier of 
fuel oil that due to nationwide 
shortages the University could 
expect to receive no more than 
80% of the previous year’s 
level. The electric company 
which serves the school 
declared as much; that is, they 
could not be counted upon to 
provide power at the same level 
as the previous year, indeed 
there was to be a cutback here 
too 

In November of 1973 the 
problem became acute and the 
administration moved quickly 
to deal with it. A four day 
week was instituted, with 
Monday hecoming a holiday 
Lighting was reduced wherever 
possible, thermostats were 
turned down to 68F, and so 
forth. Thus, in the 1973-74 
school year we reduced energy 


thrust is the same there is a 
feasible reduction of energy 
consumption. The goal for the 
1975-76 school year 1s to 
reduce consumption 10' of 
last year. 
CYNIC How will this be 
accomplished and what will be 
the noticeable changes around 
the school? 
LEVINE Various measures 
have been adopted to conserve 
energy resources, the objective 
of these measures is to reduce 
both total consumption and 
“peak period’ consumption 

First we will deal with the 
use of electricity All 
ornamental lighting of 
buildings will be discontinued 
In order to provide security for 
the campus, however, majo! 
pedestrian walkways will, of 
course, continue to be hghted 
In those buildings and 
residence halls where i 1s 
practical, hall and vestibule 
lighting will be reduc ed by 
one-half. Finally, lighting in 
offices will be kept at the 
absolute minimum level for 
employee personal safety and 
office efficiency

Vietnam After Victory 


To the Editor 

As someone who — also 
ittended Ms Laura 
Whitehorn’s presentation of 
Vietnam after Victory, | find il 
necessary to respond to Ms 
Randy Gellerman’s 
interpretation of the event, 
which appeared in the Cynic 
on October 30 

Although it is hard to ignore 
the United States government's 
role in the Vietnam War the 
slides and_ discussion dealt 
mainly with the — positive 
aspects of the Vietnamese 
society and how the people 
were rebuilding their lives in 4 
time of peace. | find their 
courage and dedication to the 
principles of “sharing, 
**communal spirit”’, and 
“community” in this process as 
quite inspirational to any 
American movement lor social 
change. Any success in that 
area is something to aspire to. 

It didn’t appear te me that 
blame for the “Vietnam 
tragedy’’ was being placed, by 
the speaker, on any American 
institution or any individuals, 
but on an expansionist policy 
that supported the bombing 
and aggressive actions of our 
government. Ms. Whitehorn 
stated that the people she met, 
in Vietnam, made the 
distinction between the people 
of this country and the policies 
of our government, and that 
they conveyed good wishes and 
gratefulness for the work we 
did in ending the war 

There are many differences 
between our two peoples and 
cultures; and it would be naive 
to think we could use another 
society as an example to learn 
from without understanding 
these differences; but we could 
certainly look at it in that 
context 


The slides and discussion 


didn’t appear to me as 4 
“tirade”? drawing from negative 
energy, bul 4 presentation of 
the situation in North Vietnam 
today, drawing its energy from 
love and admiration of that 
struggle and the people who 
survived it 

And back at home Vietnam 
is not a dead issue; for the 
victory there symbolizes an 
end to an era of American 
domination in the world. We 
have to reexamine our role and 
understand the economic and 
cultural reasons we acquired 
that role. By doing this, we are 
not making the US a scapegoat 
or harping on our failures, but 
beginning to look at ourselves 
and how we have to change. 

1 don’t consider myself a 
recipient of “‘political pap”, or 
taken in by others, but rather 
as someone who sees herself as 
part of a movement to build a 
more sane, non-oppressive, less 
hypocritical society in this 
country I share Ms 
Gellerman’s idealism and need 
for a vision in making 4 
revolution. | also realize that 
we are not isolated from the 
influence of the society we 
condemn, having been 4 
product of its socialization 
process The political, 
economic and_ social forces 
continue to pull and push us in 
powerful ways. To move 
against those forces requires 

It 
therefore, is no surprise that 
the American left would have 
many of the same faults that 
the larger society possesses. We 
are products of our 
environment struggling to both 
change ourselves and that 
environment

He was o.k., however Hollow Man Pizza stunk It was 
designed to be sort of a call-in restaurant where people could 
call in a pizza at any hour and have it delivered to their door 
by the brigade of Hollow Man Delivery Men. The entire 
restaurant was about forty feet square. There was no place for 
anyone to eat. The whole operation had almost no overhead, 
since there were no waiters or amenities to make the place 
bearable. The working space was a sheer wall of ovens, set at 
SSOF, and a long table where you rolled out the dough and 
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icebox where the toppings were kept, and a rack of sinks for 
cleaning. It was shaped like a square and fromm the inside all I 
could see was machines. There was a telephone where I took 
orders. and a little ledge where | slid out the pizzas, in neat 
cardboard boxes with the “Hollow Man ‘ sketched on the top 
On the other side of the ledge, presumably, were the delivery 
men who took the steamy little marvels to our clients waiting 
for them. I never saw the delivery men, and I was convinced 
they had to be robots. They never spoke to me, never joked or

When | stuck out my hand and received Hank’s solemn 
pronouncement that | “had myself a job’ I had no idea just 
what it would be like. There was that uncertainty that feels so 
good sometimes. But I found out quickly enough. He gave me 
the 8-4 shift. On at eight at night and off at four a.m It’s hard 
for you to visualize what hours like that will do to your 
relationship to the rest of society 1 would get on at eight and 


be overwhelmed with dinner calls until eleven or so Then the 
calls would slow to a trickle, and then practically stop past 
12:30. One or two would come in every naif hour. And i 
would sit there watching the clock go around, waiting for four 
Those last three hours were so slow, and I was always too 
frazzled from the dinner rush that all | could do was sit on the 
counter and try to let go 

The first day on the job it was evident that | had never 
made a pizza before in my life. Those five years at Chapel St 
sounded good, but they didn’t help much. I would roll the 
dough out all wrong, either stretc hing it too thin, or getting its 
shape so convoluted that it would never fit on the round pan 
Then there was the question of speed. Between eight and nine 
we would get up to 20 orders. Each one took me about ten 
minutes to roll out. And I got so flustered that 1 blew most of 
the toppings, sending out double cheeses to people expecting 
pepperoni and onions. | didn’t care, I just swore at the ovens 
and waited for Chinooski to walk in and fire me. 

He never did. 

Chinooski was never there after dark. For all | know he was 
never there in daylight. | think his goal was to have the whole 
operation so synchronized that he became unnecessary. It was 
sort of like a windup clock. Hank wound it up and then 
walked away, confident that the gears would mesh smoothly 
His optimism was unfounded. He had inadvertently hired a 
novice and put him smack in the middle of the vital dinner 
rush. And alone in the kitchen there was no one to correct my 
mistakes or work on my techniques. Making pizza is, after all 
a delicate @peration requiring great dexterity and dedication 
And I lacked sorely on both counts 

Maybe that was why the delivery men game me the silent 
treatment. I had them so off-schedule that their tips suffered 
greatly. Mrs. Hoenig was not likely to be generous to a man 
who delivered two plain pizzas half an hour late while her six 
kids sat at the table waiting for their pepperoni specials. In 
fact sometimes they got sent back with the pizzas Then the 
delivery boys just shoved them back through the ledge at me 
like they were garbage

out | would open the cardboard boxes and go through the 
contents. At first it was hard to eat a whole pizza by myself 
As the weeks went on it became routine. As time passed | 
became more adept at the whole business. | learned how to 
roll the dough out, fast and round almost every time. My 
fingers pinched up the dough to form the ridge that kept the

Once I learned the job, however, | had already learned to 
hate it. Working from 8 to 4 caused great strain in my life. | 
would get off work at 4 with 4 feeling that the whole world 
was resting and here | was walking down the streets looking 
for something to do. There wasn’t a whole lot to do ispenta 
lot of time walking off my energy. One night the moon was 
big and I went down a long road to a park by the lake. It was 
one of the few places where you could actually get to the lake 
Along the road were big oil tanks all filled and protected by 
barbed wire. They were lit by the moon and looked like big 
metal robots. I guess they were sleeping. When | got to the 
lake I watched the moon sparkle off the water. Then | heard 
voices

More 
likely, the protuberant abdomen may be associated with, first 
an excess intake of calories ( including the calories in beer) 
Secondly, the so-called beer belly probably results from loss 
of normal muscle tone of the abdominal muscles, due to a lac kK

Pregnancy is, contrary to popular belief, not 
an easy diagnosis to make it has been suggested by 
physicians more competent in the area of obstetrics than 1, 
that the only way one can be absolutely certain of pregnancy 
is to hear a fetal heartbeat, to see a fetal skeleton on x-ray OT 
to deliver a baby 

This is probably not as far fetched as might initially appear 
There is a condition known 4s pseudocyesis (which, roughly, 
translates as “false pregnancy *) in which many of the signs ot 
pregnancy are present when conception has not actually 
occurred. With this condition, positive pregnancy tests have 
been reported at times 

Secondly, there are certain tumors of the uterus which can 
secrete the so-called pregnancy hormone which give a false 
positive pregnancy test and with the patient developing many 
clinical signs of pregnancy, including an enlarging uterus, 


breast changes, morning sickness and such 


Thus, for pregnancy to be properly diagnosed at an early 
stage requires (1) a compatible medical history, (2) a physical 
examination which is compatible with a pregnancy and (3) a 
positive pregnancy test 

The pregnancy test 1s simply a chemical test of a woman’s 
urine to determine if the urine contains the so-called 
pregnancy hormone UCG, urinary chorionic gondadotrophic 
hormone. Depending on the kind of test actually used, this 
hormone can be detected in the urine and, therefore, give a

Facts About Concert 


To the Editor 

This letter is a clarification 
of the Lane Series participation 
in the ROLLING THUNDER 
REVUE concert on Saturday 
November 8. Dylan's manager 
contacted us and asked us to 
be the local coordinator. The 
Lane Series was not given a 
percentage. A flat fee was 
agreed upon which the Lane 
Series would get, regardless of 
ticket sales The Lane Series 
did not set ticket prices, nor 
did Lane members gel 
complementary tickets. Our 
fee was nominal, but we 
thought it in the best interests 
of the University community 
for us to promote the concert. 

There was an oral agreement 
that we would have one radio 
advertisement at 10:00 a.m. on 
the day of the ticket sales, with 
tickets going on sale two hours 
later at 12:00 noon. We did 
not think this was fair for the 
Lane patrons the UVM 
students and staff, and the 
Burlington public; thus our 
resolution was to announce on 
radio the specifics of ticket 
sales at 8:00 a.m. on the day of 
ticket sales. 

Because of the long line tor 
tickets, Jerry Seltzer (the 
ROLLING THUNDER 
representative), Mr Jack 
lrevithick, Vice-President 
Barbara Snelling, Mr. Richard 
Scott-Smith (the UVM 
Security Chief), Mr. Dennis 
Lambert, Dr. Keith Miser and 
Mr. David Nestor (resprsenting 


Student Association), decided 
to change the hall to the 
Patrick Gym, a larger hall 
which made reserved seats 
impossible. At this point it was 
felt that it would be in the best 
interest of the University to 
have Vice President Snelling 45 
local coordinator. Under her 
guidance, S.A. was put in 
charge of technical production 
and the Lane Series was put in 
charge of ticket sales, ticket 
takers, and financial 
administration The security 
was under care of Mr. Richard 
Scott-Smith. Ultimately, it was 
further agreed that the flat fee 
for services was to be shared by 
the Lane Series and Student 
Association. 

The concert was not 
oversold. The gym was rated 
for this concert to have a 5500 
person capacity, and 5480 
tickets were sold, not including 
passes for the ROLLING 
THUNDER REVUE and for 
S.A. and Lane workers. The 
ROLLING THUNDER 
REVUE representative, Jerry 
Seltzer, stated that Dylan’s 
wish was to play before small 
audiences, as previously 
publicized, was misleading.

used by other religious organizations tor purposes of 
converting or proselytizing 


At that time, Dr. Harold Kautmann, a practcing 
psychiatrist in Washington DC. testified that he had interviewed 
Miss Helander and had concluded that she was quite capable of 
autonomous judgment and independent behavior it is true that 
members are deeply committed to the missior of the Church.

Such was 
this performance ol Le Corsaire 
stressing the importance of the 
lyrical melody 
introduced after the grandiose 
beginning. It was indeed a very 
exciting opening to the concert 

Following the Berlioz was 
Harris’ Third Symphony, said to 
be his finest sy mphonic 
achievement. The British played 
quite intensely, with tremendous 
concentration on the changing 
tempo and orchestral texture 
This symphony is in one 
movement, composed of roughly 
five sections. The firstis a broad 
legato of the low strings with a 
dissonant, eerie melody. The 
emergence of a full, strong 
sound of section two was done

haunting, smooth rhythm ol the 
first bars, with the soft additions 
of the winds and horns 

The transition to the 
polytonal background in section

Recently there has been a great deal of attention 
focused on the Unification Church and our founder, the Reverend 
Sun Myung Moon.

THE MISSION OF THE CHURCH 


The Unification Church is based on a new revelation 
trom God given through Reverend Moon to prepare the worid for 
the return of Christ The sole mission of the Unification Church 
is to bear witness to this revelation and to lay @ foundation for 
the Kingdom of God on Earth.

Whose Burden? 
fo the Editor 

| read about the tuition hikes 
for next year and I write out of 
a sense of frustration and anger 
Why must the students always 
he asked to bear the financial! 
burdens of this university? 
Granted, we are in poor 
economic times, but can’t we all 
be sharing in the stresses? The 
faculty were not given salary 
cuts to help equalize the budget 
nor were they kept at their 
urrent salary. Instead, they

I made my peace with America today. At some point 
during the Inaugural Parade something snapped inside my 
head and the sixties became obsolete 

It was freezing in the first light of dawn when Martin 
Luther King Sr. took the pulpit on the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial. This old black man, his face almost hidden 
beneath a brown overcoat and fedora, was a figure of 
strength as he remarked his “reluctance and timidity to 
speak from this hallowed ground.” The crowd did not need 
to be reminded of the mental picture of King’s son, 
youthful and vibrant, giving his brilliant “I have a dream’ 
speech on these very same steps, nor of the bloody end that 
Martin Luther King’s dream met Yet the old man was 
there, proud and dignified, not complaining about the 
madness of the sixties that killed his son, or about the 
government's illegal efforts to discredit him, but looking to 
the future, expressing hope that a new government would 
put the needs of the poor ahead of the caprices of the rich 

I had my own reluctance about coming to Washington to 
celebrate. My only other visits to the city had been to 
protest the war I had seen the White House ringed by buses 
to prevent the citizenry from approaching it. | had massed 
with 200,000 others while a President watched a football 
game in open defiance of the illusion that the President 
must listen to the will of the people | had seen the city as 
an armed camp of paranoia and military jeeps, closed and 
hostile, unbending and made of stone.

Unfortunately, space limitation 
does not permit me to xplain each move individually 
However. You should be able to surmise the logic from the

basic objectives listed below. Furthermore this week I will 


deal trictly with the opening i which will 
automatically exclude doubles and ‘ sponses to the 
opening roll for next week 

in the beginning of the game, you should be 
concentrating on the following objectives in order of 
preference: (1) establish your opponent's five point, (2) 
establish your five point, (3) extricate at least one of your 
back men, (4) make your bar point You will find that after 
studying the opening moves there will seem to be more 
emphasis placed on your own five point than on your 
opponent’s. This is for two specific reasons: (1) you should 
be wary of splitting your back men early without a specific 
goal in mind (2) this objective can be dealt with more 
effectively in the response to the opening roll and the 
moves immediately thereafter 

The reasons for these objectives are clear In securing 
your opponent's five point you are establishing the best 
possible defensive position This point is so clearly superior 
to any other (except possibly its next door neighbor the 
four point) that it has prompted one famous author to all 
it the “golden point Having this point gives you a sale 
place to enter when hit and a direct shot at any blots black 
leaves in his outer board. However, because this point is so 
valuable, you should be reluctant to leave it when tempted 
by one of black’s open men 

Securing your tive peint is your next main objective 
This is preferable to your bar point tor many reasons First 
it prevents your opponent from making it. Second, it makes 
it more difficult for one of black’s men on the bar to enter 
In addition, it blocks what may be ¢ xtremely advantageous 
double fours for black. It is true that the bar point blocks 
double sixes and this is highly desirable in the beginning of 
the game. But it cannot be overemphasized that the five 
point takes precedence over! the bar. Accordingly, when 
you are ina position when you have a ¢ hoice between the 
two, it is almost always correct to take the five point 

The last main goal is to extricate at least one of your 
back men. Though modern experts have come to the 
realization that few games actually end up being a straight 
race, possibility should always be utmost in your mind 
Therefore, it is recommended that with large numbers, you 
should run immediately with one of your back men. If hit, 
nothing significant is lost; if not, you have gained 
considerable ground in the race 

With these thoughts in mind, I have listed my preferences 
for the various opening rolls below. Let me say again that 
alternatives will be given where experts usually disagree. All 
are acceptable and nobody can definitely say that one is 
absolutely right or wrong on a particular play. Where no 
alternatives are given, the move 1s considered to be a

As far as playing other 
positions, Jennifer feels she is 
best suited for the pitching 
position.

The UVM Rugby Cats got ol! 
to an early 4-0 lead and were 
never surpassed, as the jovial, 
beer-drinking fans were treated 
to a 23-6 trouncirng of the 
Minutemen from UMass. UVM 
scored early in the game, after 
captain Keré Baker kicked the 
hall into the UMass end and 
allowed forward Charlie Grant 
to score on a four-point try.

As it stands at present, 
the S.A. would be able to make a contribution to the 
athietic department on an annual basis for the support of 
lub sports. The department would then have to deal with 
the distribution of this money, and can therefore 
theoretically prevent the formation o! a varsity’ sport 
with club status. There’s one point in favor of the proposal 
Chairman of the committee, Barry Stone, indicated that 
the Alumni voted unanimously for the approval of the S.A 
oposal, and has given its pledge for financial support of 
the proposal. Stone also made clear to the Council, the 
streneth of the Alumni contingent, and hoped the ¢ ouncil 
would consider this point when they make their decision 
This then ted to discussion of the basic problems of 
neing that the athletic department has encountered 
with the administration of the university.

(3) Is 
amending the Constitution the 
best way to achieve the goals 
that our society is seeking? 

Since the ERA is vague and 
all-encompassing many 
complaints deal with how it will 
be interpreted in very specitic 
issues. For example, many legal 
scholars, including Professors 
Paul Freund, James White, and 
Thomas Emerson from. the 
Harvard, Michigan and Yale Law 
Schools respectively, believe that 

ERA would invalidate laws 
yrohibit homosexual 

from marrying and 
ng hildren. These men 
also argue that the ERA would 


legally allow the sexes to be 


integrated in public facilities 
rest rooms, prisons and 
reform schools 
Another issue: are there any 
distinctions between men and 
women that ought to be 
recognized by law? Many people 
feel there are especially 
concerning the military and 
severe physical labor. In fact, up 
until the 1960's, women’s rights 
activists were the ones fighting 
to get protection laws for 
women and children. The ERA 
would insist that there always be 
absolute and definite equality of 
treatment under the law. That ts 
a pretty strong stand and it is 
wonder that many people are 
hesitant to support it 
Still another source of debate 
that the ERA may not be the 
est way to stop discrimination 
of women. In fact, many lawyers 
claim that the Fourteenth 
Amendment, along with recent 
legislation and precedent-setting 
court cases, are adequate for 
ensuring equality of treatment 
under the law. That the ERA is 
unnecessary is probably one of 
the strongest anti-ERA 
arguments 
Article | of the Fourteenth 
Amendment § states nor shall 
any State deny any person the 
equal protection of the laws.’

Are vou planning on going to 
graduate school after you leave 
UVM?’ Law school, perhaps, or 
med school? Are you planning 
to enter a highly competitive 
field when you start vour 
career? In other words, will your 
transcript still be important to 
you after you graduate’ If so, 
this article has specia! 
significance for you and your 
future. A resolution was passed 
by the Faculty-Senate last 
Thursday which will (if 
approved by President Coor 
permanently change the way 
such transcripts are recorded 
Starting next spring, next to 
each grade you receive, your 
transcript will tell how man) 
students enrolled in each of your 
classes and what percentage of 
them earned an equal or higher 
grade 

What all this amounts to is a 
variant on direct ranking of 
students, ie. to obtain the 
“relative rank” of the student, 
subtract the percentage of 
“equal or higher” students from 
one. The information won't be 
included if the grade is changed 
for any reason (Incomplete, 
Missing, etc.) A statement will 
be added to the key which 
explains how to read the 
transcript, describing the use of 
the additional information 

This resolution, known as the 
Cahn/Kitcher proposal, is named 
after two UVM_ professors, 
Steven Cahn and Patricia Kitcher 
of the philosophy department. It 
is aimed at easing the problem of 
“grade inflation” at UVM. Grade 
inflation, rougiiy translated, 
means ‘‘too many students 
getting A’s and B’s.”’ Professors 
Cahn and Kitcher wrote an 
article called ‘‘There’s No 
Percentage in College Grades,” 
in the September 27, 1977 issue 
of The Chronicle of Higher 
Education, and the idea they 
describe has apparently been 
gaining popularity nationally 
among college educators, as 
shown in a recent article in 
Change magazine entitled 
“Engineering Grade Inflation,” 
by Robert Bailey (May 1977 
issue). The basic idea of adding 
more information to transcripts 
now has several forms, however, 
so Bailey uses the generic term 
‘‘relative transcript,” a term 
originated at the University of 
California at Berkeley 

On one level, the problem is 


| one of discrimination. The grad 


schools and employers must 
discriminate they can only 
accept a small percentage of 


| their applicants. And there are 


several ways for them to 
discriminate: college GPA 
| standardized tests, personal 
| appearance, and, of course, race, 
sex, religion, etc. Bailey points 
out that a ‘‘grade record 
| covering several years’ is the 
fairest way of judging both 
|intelligence and performance 
| Grade inflation makes it harder 
| to make judgments by GPA’s 
everybody's GPA is high 
nowadays. 

The Cahn/Kitcher proposal is 
supposed to make the college 
transcript more useful by 
providing a clearer picture of the 
student’s performance. It is also 
supposed to eliminate “gut” 
courses: students won't want to 
take courses which will look 
‘*grade-inflated’’ on their 
transcripts 

On another level, though, the 
| main thrust of the “relative 

transcript” idea is to put the 


burden of responsibility for 
change on the students instead 
of the faculty. Interestingly 
enough, both the Cahn/Kitcher 
article and the Bailey article 
consider and reject — the only 
other alternative suggested so 
far: a change in academic policy 
which puts the burden of 
deflating grades on the 
professors themselves, Professors 
Cahn and Kitcher put it this way 

“No administrator or faculty 
committee could ever force @ 
professor to deflate grades. 
Apparentiy they hope that the 
proposed change will force 
students to deflate grades 

As mentioned earlier, the 
relative transcript’ is under 
consideration at the University 
of California at Berkeley 
According to the Bailey article, 
their student government, The 
Associated Students of the U, of 
C., released a position paper 
objecting to the change because 
it is **...a unilateral action by the 
University, fosters competition 
among students, infringes 
faculty academic freedom, puts 
Cal graduates at a disadvantage 
in competing for graduate or 
professional admissions and jobs, 
and ends attempts at educational 
reform, such as contract 
grading.’ 

At UVM, the proposal is being 
challenged by the Student 
Action commiitee of the 
Student Association. The faculty 
Senate acted so quickly on the 
matter that the committee had 
no chance to bring it before the 
entire General Assembly for an 
expression of opinion by the full 
student body. However, they are 
conferring with President Coor 
and circulating petitions on 
campus in an attempt to stop 
the proposal from going into 
effect 

eee ee 

Helen Pelzman, a member of 
the Student Action Committee 
was the sole student 
representative at the Faculty 
Senate meeting. She pointed out 
that the vote was quite close and 
only included a small percentage 
of the faculty. The vote was 20 
for the Cahn/Kitcher proposal 
19 against, and two abstensions 
One of the members who 
abstained later tried to change 
his vote and vote against the 
proposal, but he was prevented 
by parliamentary procedure 

According to Ms. Pelzman, 
Student Action has much the 
same vbjeciions to the proposal 
as the UCB students. She put 
particular emphasis on the 
aspect of increased competition 
Few people will want to share 
notes or help each other study 
for tests any more, as people will 
be judged more on how well 
they have done compared to 
other students, rather than on 
how much they have learned in a 
course.” She also said that the 
grad schools and employers who 
must discriminate somehow, 
may just begin by dumping 
applicants from schools with 
grade inflation problems, such as 
UVM

‘What | am about to say has 
already crossed your mind 

‘And my reply has already 
crossed yours 

Such was the dialogue 
between those two ‘mighty 
opposites Professor Moriarty 
and the venerable Sherlock 
Holmes. And this small fragment 
of their philosophical discussion 
was really the theme of the 
evening Monday night, for not 
ynly was all the action of th 
play predictable to them, but to 
the audience as well 

As the weakness of the drama 
itself emerged quickly in_ the 
first act, the general quality of 
acting was equally 
unsatisfactory. They hammed up 
everything unnecessarily the 
play had sufficient built-in 
elements of a camp skit without 
those continual affectations 
from every cast member. This 
made the performance tiresome 
and eventually uninteresting at 
all 

The subtle qualities of 
melodrama worked best. The set 
for the sleezy Professor 
Moriarity’s office was a dark, 
foggy underground hole 
somewhere with Moriarty 
propped up on a medieval 
throne and using what seemed to 
be an old Italian Renaissance 
alter for his desk. Even the 
Professor himself (Kurt Kazner) 
had those lovable evil qualities 
which made one sad when 
witnessing his ultimate demise. 

Sherlock .Holmes was very 
disappointing. He talked too 


fast, many times inaudibly to 
ihuse sitting more than ten rows 
back. His shot of cocaine in the 
third scene did not slow him 
down either apparently actor 
John Michalski thought you 
have to speak very, very quickly 
if people are to think you have a 
sharp mind 

Act II was clearly the 
downfall of any momentum 
gained in Act I. Because of poor 
staging in both scenes, any 
tension, let alone any mystery or 
suspense quickly vanished. The 
drama was so trite that we never 
worry for the safety of anyone, 
except maybe those who went 


up and down the rickety stairs 
of the Stepney gas chamber

Pressler Is Fine... 


But Not Perfect

Menahem Pressler’s recital 
Saturday night was perfectly 
noyable, but his playing varied 
Sometimes he would be most 
careful, most delicate, and other 
times the dissonant harmonies 
and scale passages would get 
away from him and he would be 
sloppy. But all of his pieces were 
difficult and hi overall 
performance was topnotch, in 
spite of. those occasionally 
questionable passages 

Mozart's last piano sonata, | 
576. was first to be performed 
This Pressle: played well, but 
with a certain Romantic flavor 
that Mozart never intended for 
it, or any of his compositions 
The first movement marked 
Allegro as the best, mot yet

greeting of heroes. At first, he 
did not want to talk about the 
war. Later, he felt the need to 
but no one would listen to him 
‘His town had heard too many 
atrocity stories to be thrilled by 
actualities.”” So Krebs had to li 
to be listened to. After doing 
this twice, he too had a reaction 
against the wart It was a distaste 
for everything that had 
happened 
All of the times that had been 
able to make him feel cool and 


Hemingway writes 


clear inside himself when he 
had done the one thing, the only 
thing for a man to do, easily and 
naturally, now lost their cool, 
valuable quality and then were 
lost in themselves.” This one 
thing is killing. Krebs had been a 
good soldier; he had done what 
he had to do.

A major 
existing deterrent bringing students together was recently 
brought to my attention. The fact that over 40% of the 
university's enrollment lives off-campus tends to create an 
environment that lacks cohesiveness. A strong athletic 
program will help to bring students and the community 
together, and thus promote the “sc hool spirit.” 

Second point on the list is women’s athletics 
Participation and interest in women’s athletics has grown 
by leaps and bounds in the past three years. It is untair to 
expect the women’s programs to maintain their present 
status and stay within a competitive realm without certain 
improvements. This means offering scholarships to women 
athletes. But there are certain items that have to be 
considered in conjunction with this step. The present staff 
of the women’s programs may not be able to handle this 
leap without additional help Hiring additional staff 
members or perhaps adding some part-time coaches would 
enhance this situation 

And the final matter on the list — Club sports. This is an 
extremely touchy situation with many individuals these 
days. Obviously, the student interest in these programs has 
grown immensely in recent years, as can be exhibited on 
the side lines from the many spectators, as well as in the 
rosters, by the increased participation in the sports and the 
apparent improvement in the quality of these sports The 
S.A. proposal has combined these three sports and put 
them all under one heading, in a final do or die situation for 

em. They can not, obviously, continue to function as 
varsity sports with a club status. I, for one, find it highly 
objectionable to think that the Athletic ¢ yuncil is 
considering the sports separately 

| have my opinions on the issues,.which can also relate to 
the other points. already mentioned Basically, the 
university 1S facing pressure from several interest groups 
The first is the students presently enrolled in the university 
In order to bring about more interest from these students, 
the administration must offer them activities that can bring 
them together to promote the university identity. Splitting 
up the S.A. proposal leaves the student with the impression 
that.

Because he did not 
enhance the reputation of UVM, 
he has been asked to leave

The first class | attended at 
UVM was taught by Tom 
Simone.

And the 
first thing Tom Simone said to 
the class was I can remember 
this very clearly, so I do not 
hesitate to quote him There 
is nothing new that you can tell 
me about Shakespeare \ 
teacher should always be able to 
learn from his students 

And so Dr Coor do yeu 
undefstand what | am trying to 
say? There exists at UVM an 
atmosphere which is inherently 
at odds with UVM’s primary 
goal of education. Too many 
professors are here who do not 
care about teaching, or cannot 
teach and too many 
administrative decisions are 
made that show little or no 
concern for the education of 
students. Let me continue 

Although I was not at UVM 
when the so-called “Philosophy 
Four” were deposed, | am aware 
of their story. Fired for politica! 
reasons, those four professors 
were real educators. But they are 
gone. Although you were not 
around during that incident, you 
can learn from it, too. And | 
suspect that very dubious 
reasons were behind the firing 
this semester of the Philosophy 
department. 

Michael Parenti also was fired 
before my time and yours, but 
when I learned about his case, I 
felt myself and my ideals about 
education becoming strangled by 
an ugly, shapeless enigma 

I have spent many hours in 
the back rows of many 
classrooms, dozing and 
dreaming, angry and not 
knowing where to direct my 
anger: should it be at the 
professor for being an 
incompetent teacher, at the 
department or the college for 
hiring him or her? Who? Where? 
Why are so many administrators 
and faculty members so anally 
retentive? 

During my career at UVM |] 
observed the death of the 
Experimental Program, UVM’s 
oniy attempt at a truly liberal 
arts program. | watched millions 
of dollars being hollowed into a 
tube beneath Main Street.

The Aura Of DANce

Unlike so many other forms 
of art, modern dance has a 
tendency to communicate with 
the audience in a _ mystical, 
undefined manner which makes

Star Wars (Ballantine Books, $1.50, 224 pp.) by George 
Lucas was a book for which I'd had considerable hopes. I'd 
seen a splendid display of the special effects of what may 
be the most important SF movie of 1977, which is to be 
made from this book and which is due out in mid-June 
Some of the artwork of scenes from the movie were 
marvelous 

Unfortunately, the book did not live up to my 
expectations which were probably too high, I admit. The 
plot is rather like a mixture of a Heinlein juvenile and a 
novel about Captain Future from an earlier day 

Luke, the eighteen-year-old hero, is a boy who grew up 
mn a backward planet of a decaying stellar Empire. He 
wants to go to the Space Academy and become a great hero 
like his father. But his dream seems doomed until a ship of 
rebels against the Empire is destroyed in the skies over his 

Then a small robot who has escaped from the rebel 

ship leads him to old Ben Kenobi, who turns out to be the 
legendary rebel leader, Obi-Wan Kenobi 

When Luke's home is destroyed by Empire forces 
searching for the robot, Luke gets his chance to go olf to 
fight under Kenobi. (The little robot carries secret 
information the rebels need against a great fortress a 
mobile planetoid — which is about to destroy the rebel world 
of Alderaan. That information was planted by a princess of 
Alderaar®™f™ And Luke is caught up in the need to free the 
princess, then to help protect the rebels against the evil 
Dark Lord who is leading the corrupt forces of the Empire 

There’s plenty of action. Maybe too much action for a 
good novel. There’s no room left for developing the 
characters properly. We have to fall back on the simplistic 
good guys and evil men. The best character in the whole 
book is Kenobi but he is reduced to a mere whisper in 
the end 

Most of the plotting is routine and very old-fashioned 
And I'm a little puzzled at some of the science. | can’t quite 
figure out how fighting ships in space can turn, circle, and 
dart about like fighter planes of WWII, when they're out in 
space. I thought Newton's laws still were enforced; there's 
no mention of their repeal in the book. Not an excellent 
novel, but I enjoyed it anyway. I'm definitely going to see
